SUPPLEMENTAL CONDITIONAL SALE AGREEMENT

Dated October 1, 1984

BETWEEN

BANKER'S TRUST COMPANY, AGENT

AND

ACF INDUSTRIES, INCORPORATED




SUPPLEMENTAL CONDITIONAL SALE AGREEMENT dated October I, 1984,
between BANKER'S TRUST, COMPANY, a corporation duly organized and existing
under the laws of the State of Maryland, as Agent (hereinafter called the "Agent"),
and ACF INDUSTRIES, INCORPORATED, a corporation organized and existing

under the laws of the State of New Jersey (hereinafter called the "Company"):

WHEREAS, by a certain Conditional Sale Agreement dated October 1, 1984,
(hereinafter called the "Agreement"), between the Agent and the Company, there
was constituted a Conditional Sale Agreement, pursuant to which certain railroad
equipment has been transferred to, and the title thereto vested in, the Agent, and

such railroad equipment has been leased to the Company; and

WHEREAS, upon the Request of the Company, pursuant to Section 7.03 of the
Agreement, the Agent has assigned and transferred to the Company certain units
of the agreement specifically described in the Agreement and simultaneously
therewith the Company has conveyed to the Agent equipment (as defined in the
Agreement) described in said Request and in Exhibit "A" hereto (hereinafter called
the "Substitute Equipment"), and has delivered to the Agent an Officer's
Certificate in respect of the Substituted Equipment, a certificate as to delivery
thereof, a Bill of Sale transferring the Substituted Equipment to, and vesting the
title thereto in, the Agent and in like manner as provided in Section 7.03 of the
Agreement. An Opinion of Counsel satisfactory to the Agent with respect to the
substituted equipment will be provided upon filing the supplement with the

Interstate Commerce Commission, and

WHEREAS, Section 7.03 of the Agreement contemplates that upon such
transfer and vesting of title the Agent and the Company shall execute a

supplement to the Agreement in respect of the Substituted Equipment:




NOW, THIS SUPPLEMENTAL CONDITIONAL SALE AGREEMENT
WITNESSETH:

The Agent, party of the first part, acting in pursuance of the Agreement for
and in consideration of the sum of One Dollar to it in hand paid by the Company,
party of the second part, at or before the ensealing and delivery hereof, the receipt
of which is hereby acknowledged, as well as of the rentals and covenants in the
Agreement to be paid or kept and performed by the Company, has let and leased,
and does hereby let and lease, to the Company as part of the Trust Equipment, the
equipment described in Exhibit "A" hereto, subject to all the terms and conditions
of the Agreement, including an assignment to the Agent of the Leases and Lease
Proceeds in respect of such Equipment in like manner as provided in Section 5.02;
and such equipment shall be deemed part of the Trust Equipment subject to all the
terms and conditions of the Agreement in all respects as though it had been part of

the original Trust Equipment.

This Supplemental Conditional Sale Agreement may be simultaneously
executed in several counterparts, each of which so executed shall be deemed to be
an original, and such counterparts together shall constitute but one and the same

instrument.

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the Agent, acting in accordance with the terms and
conditions of the Agreement, and the Company, pursuant to due corporate
authority, have caused these presents to be signed in their respective corporate
names by their respective officers hereunto duly authorized and their respective
